Calculating Machines. 
Babbage’s celebrated calculating ma­ 
chine has long been known and used in 
England, but has novor been brought 
into use in this country. It is said 
to bo almost an impossibility to make a 
series of prtges of figures absolutely cor­ 
rect and free from errors, except at a 
great expenso for proof reading. A 
single reader becomes confused and 
mystified by dwelling upon figures only', 
and is as Ukcly' to malee errors its to 
correct them. As he cannot romnin 
long at reading without beoomiflg con­ 
fused, his place must be supplied by 
others, who become confusod in tttrn, 
to bo then succeeded by fresh readers. 
The English sailing tables, by which all 
British ships wore navigated, were said 
from this cause to be always wrong in 
some figuro, and ships were being 
wrecked continually in consequence of 
these errors. They were made abso­ 
lutely correct by Bab’ongo’s machine, 
which was tho wonder at the time at 
w Inch it was produced. Bnt, as a groat 
discovery always leads to imitations, 
justas tho best songs have boen .most 
frequently parodied, so Babbage has 
not only been imitatod, but even sur­ 
passed. A French savan has complet­ 
ed an arithmometer of surprising capac­ 
ity. He has workod patiently at this 
machine fur thirty years. His name is 
Thomas; and his machino adds np, 
subtracts, multiplies, and divides, to un 
astonishing extent and with perfect 
accuracy. It will multiply eightflgures 
by eight in eighteen seconds, divide six­ 
teen figures by eight others in twenty- 
four seconds, nnu in a minute and a 
qunrter will extract the sqnaro root of 
sixtocn figures and give the proof.— 
Tliis machino relieves the human mind 
instead of taxing it. It works oat the 
most difficult and complex operations 
with a rapidity and accuracy that defy 
competition, and«dapta itself to any 
sort of combination. Its mechanism is 
extremely simple, while it is compact, 
light and portable. It is now nsod in 
varions financial concerns in Paris, and 
will yet find its way into every great 
national observatory. To astronomers 
it will be found of unspeakable valuo.— 
Pascal and Leibnitz spent years in at­ 
tempting to produco such a machine, 
but they were a century too soon.

close tho home market against our man­ 
ufactures. 
F oot, F khsknden and Col­

W a s h in g t o n , June 17, 1858. 
Dear Compiler:—Congress adjourned 
finally at 6 o’clock on Monday evening, 
with less “ noise and confusion ” than 
is common on such occasions. 
All the 
bills necessary to keep the government 
machinery in motion were passed. 
The President, by proclamation, call­ 
ed tho Senate together again, to dis­ 
patch some pressing bnsiness. 
The 
session of Tuesday was occupied with 
a discussion of tho Right of Search ques­ 
tion. 
Mr. Mason thought tho viows of 
Senators should be expressed now in 
regard to tho British aggrefflions in tho 
gulf. 
Mr. Wade thought tho motivo of 
the British was a good ono—tho sup­ 
pression of the slavo trado. 
Mr. Ben­ 
jamin contondod that tho right of visit 
was a part of tho right of search—a 
graetico which could not bo concedod 
upon any consideration. Messrs. Cling- 
man, Doolittle, Mallory and others par­ 
ticipated. 
W ithout concluding, the 
Senate went into committee on oxoen- 
tive business. 
Yesterday morping, the Scnato wont 
into secret session. 
When tbo doors 
were opened, Mr. Mason moved to take 
up tbo British aggressions resolutions, 
whith was agrood to, by r voto of 32 
years to 3 nay»-—«rod then tho resolu­ 
tions passed unanimously, which fact 
was ordered to bo entered on tbo jour­ 
nal. 
Tho resolutions areas follows : 
Resolved, (as the judgm ent of tho 
Senate,) T hat Amorican vosscls on tbo 
higli seas, in tho tiino of peaco, bearing 
tho Amorican flag, remain under tho 
jurisdiction of the conntry to which 
they belong; andr tliorcforo,any visita­ 
tion, molestation, o r detention of each 
vessels by force, or by tho exhibition of 
force, on tho p art1 of a foreign power, 
is in- derogation bf tho sovereignty of 
tho Unitod States. 
- 
Resolved, That tho recent and repeat­ 
ed violations of thijs immunity, commit­ 
ted by vosscls of war belonging to tho 
navy* of Groat Britain, in tho Gulf of 
Mexico ami tbo adjacent seas, by firing 
into/intorrapting and otliorwiso forci­ 
bly detaining thorn on thoir voyage, ro- 
quirqs, in tho judgment of tho Scnato, 
such, unequivocal and final disposition 
of the subjoct by tho governments of 
Groat Britain and the United States, 
toughing tho right, involved, as shall 
satisfy tho just demands of this govern­ 
ment'and preclude hereafter the occur- 
renco.of liko aggressions. 
Resol ceil, That tho Scnato fully np- 
prnvos tho action of tho Kxecutivo in 
s(tiding a naval force into tho infested 
sens with orders “ to protect all vessels 
of tho United States on tho high seas 
from Scarclv or detention by tho vessels 
of war of any othor nation.” And it is 
tho opinion of the Senate that, if it be­ 
comes necessary, such additional legis­ 
lation should be supplied in aid of tho. 
Executive power aa will make such pro­ 
tection effectual. 
The President having no further 
communications to mako, the Senato 
adjourned tho extra session. 
All tho 
President’s appointments 
wore confirmed.

i.-itisfy tlio just demands of this govern- 
ment and preclude hereafter the occur- 
rence ol hko aggressions.

The Flood in the West—Cairo City 


Nearly Destroyed. 


ST. Louis, June 14. — Cairo city is 


flooded by the freshet and all tlic houses 
arc tumbling down and drifting away 
or sinking. Scarcely a building is cx- 
pcctud to withstand tlic flood. 
All the 


streams on the Mississippi arc rising. 


ST. Louis, Juno 14. — The terrible 


flood at Cairo city, by which the whole 
place has been nearly destroyed, was 
caused by the opening of ;v crevasse, 
on F!aturd:i3* afternoon, on the Mississip- 
pi side of Iho town, through which the 
water poured in at a. fearful rate, fill- 
ing up the whole space between the le- 
vees, and now running over the em- 
bankment on the Ohio side. About a 
thousand foct of tho Illinois Central 
J'uilroiul was washed away. The south 
wing of tho new hotel foil in on Sunday, 
and the balance was expected to fall 
during the night. The water is two 
and a half feel deep in the second story 
of tho ''Taylor House." The river is 
still rising rapidly. Mound City is al- 
so in danger of being overflowed. The 
water at tliis point (St. Louis) contin- 
ues to rise. 
All' the upper streams arc 


pouring ont'iloods. 


CK.NTIIAMA, III., June 15. — The re- 


ports from Cairo are of tho most alarm- 
ing character. The water is still rising 
and run ing over the Ohio Icvoc. A rise 
of one foot more will probably sweep 
tho town entirely away. Itlonnd City 
is also inundated. At the highest point, 
where the depot is locatod, the water is 
-II foot deep, and passengers for the 
railroad arc convoyed a quarter of a 
mile from .Mound City in flat-boats. 


Freshets all Over the Country.

her hoiler yesterday near Ship Island 
(70. miles b'eiow Memphis,) and was de- 
stroyed by fire. Seven persons were 
known to be kilted and nine injured.— 
Father Delacroix and two ladies wore 
among the seven re_iorted killed on tho 
Pennsylvania, and of tho others two 
were of New Orleans and two of Texas. 
She bad about one hundred cabin and 
over two hundred deck passengers.— 
One hundred are reported missing, prin- 
cipally among the deckers.
